joining with outside groups. He 
requested that responsibility for 
party publications should be fixed, 
and said that the Union would co- 
operate with the Council In every 
way possible. 

Cooper suggested that the Co-op 
books Include outside activities, such 
as symphony concerts, debates, and 
speeches, and favored its continued 
existence. 

Earl, president of Alpha Kappa 
Psi. asked about the manner In 
which the proposed committee was 
to operate. He requested specific 
powers for the committee, and re- 
quested that back Information as to 
the activities should be given. 

Winfield Rankin, of The Hatchet, 
was against the Student Council 
having control of the financial ar- 
rangements of activities, as he said 
It would come under political con- 
trol. 

John Daugherty. Hatchet senior 
reporter, was In favor of Ihe re- 
port. gave what he considered the 
three outstanding points: (1) the 
financial set up proposed; <2> the 
coordination of similar activities; 
and 13) the listing of the activities 
on a bulletin board. 


As the third Washington confer- 
ence on Theoretical Physics' came 
to a close Saturday, hope was ex- 
pressed that in a short time forces 
which act within the atomic nu- 
cleus will no Ipnger be regarded, 
as they jriow are, as quite uncon- 
nected with other physical phe- 
nomena and as explaining only 
What happens within the nucleus, 
but as phenomena closely connect- 
ed with forces acting outside the 
nucleus; in the same way that 
Newton showed the Interconnec- 
tion of the forces of gravitation 
which act on the earth’s surface 
and those forces acting in the 
planetary system. 

The outstanding event of the 
conference, which was held under 
the joint auspices of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington and the 
University, was the presence of 
Prof. Niels Bohr, of Copenhagen. 
Dr. Bohr, who is considered by 
many the greatest physicist of the 
age, presented to the conference a 
new model of the nucleus, so sim- 
ple, the physicists said, that it 
could be easily understood by the 
undergraduate student in physics. 

The .results of the conference 
were mostly in nuclear physics and 
the main discussion centered about 
the model which must be used to 
describe 'the interior of the atomic 
nucleus. Other questions were dis- 
cussed the informal sessions 
which made up conference, 

particularly the nature of forces 
’ acting within the atomic nucleus.

Experimental Data 
On Tumors Given 
At Medical School

Dr. Schitfz ^ill Addrrai 
Home Economics Class 

Dr. Elliott cl Schuta, nulitand- 
Inr Washington chiropodist, will 
address the ffcmily health and 
household, sanitation class tomor- 
row at 5 p.m.- in A-12. "The Func- 
tion. Structure and Care of the 
Foot.” will be .the subject of Kis 
lecture. 

This Is the tjilrd of a series of 
talks on health, problems by prom- 
ihent Washington specialists. 


Dr. Carl Voegtlln, of the National 
Institute of Health, presented a pa- 
per entitled ‘The Biochemistry of 
Mulignant Tissue with Special Ref- 
erence to Protein Metabolism," dur- 
ing the staff seminar of the de- 
partment of biochemistry held re- 
cently in the Medical School li- 
brary. 

Dr. VoegtUn discussed the differ- 
ent chemical r/impounds which 
have ben shown to produce cancer 
in experiments/ animals. He then 
reviewed jhe 4ork which hgs been 
done in his laboratory !h connec- 
tion with malignant growth in rats 
and mice. 

The experiment* which he de- 
scribed demonstrated that com- 
pounds, which had previously been 
shown to be necessary for growth 
In normal animals, were also neces- 
sary for growth of tumors. Under 
certain conditions, he waa able to 
demonstrate that glutathione, an 
important sulphur containing con- 
stituent of tissues could produce 
stimulation of tumor growth.

Misused?

^HII X the activities reorganization committee 
still holding its weekly deliberations, and is 
often touching upon the idea of getting funds which 
it might use to aid different organizations, it might 
well consider these two difficulties: 

(1) Students as a rule are not able to handle 
money very well (probably through lack of experi- 
ence), In any case; it is quite probable that those 
ill charge of finances in different groups would 
oVcr-e/rimate their capacity for ^paying hack debts, 
aiid run amuck financially.

he wants to do . . . Education should 
not only be prepared to help the 
young person find his interests and 
satisfy this curlouslty. but it should 
attempt something more.

. . . We need to read what we have 
written into our perceptions as 
ipueh as we need to observe the 
world. When we learn to dt? this 
the frontier of our knowledge will 
have made another significant ad- 
vance."

Paul M. A. Linebarger, A.B. '32, 
Is the author of ‘The Political 
Doctrines of Sun Yat-Sen,” which 
has just been published by The 
Johns Hopkins Press. The book'was 
his thesis for the Ph.D. degree 
which was conferred on him by 
Johns Hopkins University last June. 

Linebarger majored in English 
here, studying composition under 
Prof. Douglas Bement for three 
years. In his senior year he was 
editor of the “Monthly Literary 
Review,” a supplement to The 
Hachet. He was only 18 when he 
was graduated. 

After his graduation, Linebarger. 
with several associates, started pub- 
lication of a general literary maga- 
zine called "The Fourth Decade.” 
It was published monthly, and cre- 
ated wide interest here until Line- 
barger entered Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity to work for a doctorate. 

At Johns Hopkins. Linebarger 
maintained «his high scholastic 
standing, winning Phi Beta Kappa 
hondrs.

"The progress of American hu- 
manism” according to Dr,. Robert 
W. Bolwell,/ professor , of American 
literature, “>vas like a sandlot base- 
ball game when ’the fire engine^ 
went by/ Everybody was excited 
about humanism until technocracy 
and depression came along and then 
they gqt tired and quit.” 

Dr. Bolwell’s lecture on “Human- 
ism and the Criticism of American 
Culture", delivered before the reg- 
ular meeting of Phi Sigma ftho last 
Wednesday, included the cultural 
factors leading up to the". Amerlnart 
brand of humanism, both as a lit- 
erary gnd philosophical movement. 

He traced its growth from the 
similar mipvement in the Middle 
Ages, and contrasted the present 
day humanism, a protest against' 
money-grabbing materialism wiMj 
the tncdieval humanism, an anti- 
dote against spiritual other-world- 
liness. 

'Dr. Bolwell quoted the view 
points of various American human- 
ists, notably Irving Babbitt, leading 
splrlLof the movement, in stressing- 
their Insistence upon keeping to the

obsolete all previous volumes in
